The Chimakuan languages, like others in the Northwest, have rich consonant 
inventories. Forms cited here are Quileute from Andrade with his transcription. 
There are labial, dental, velar, labio-velar, uvular, and labio-uvular stops (p, t, k, k", 
q, <f), and dental, palatal, and dental-lateral affricates {ts, tq tl\ all in plain and 
glottalized series. Quileute voiced labial and dental stops {h, d), correspond to 
Chemakum nasals (m,n), Quileute contains no nasals and Chemakum no voiced 
stops. Both languages contain dental, palatal, lateral, velar, labio-velar, uvular, and 
labio-uvular voiceless fricatives (5, c, /, x, jc", ^, jc"), and ? and h, Resonants are w, /, 
and>;. Vowel length is distinctive: dra 'yat 'hand', ot'a- ^yat 'arm'. Stress is often but 
not always penultimate. Andrade describes a pitch accent system, whereby stressed 
syllables exhibit one of four melodic contours: high-falling, low-tone, middle-tone, 
and high-tone. Morphophonemics are not complex, with a glottal stop inserted 
between vowels at morpheme boundaries, and a predictable epenthetic vowel a or 
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i between consonants. 
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
